BRETHREN, 


EING this Day, by your Choice, exalted in- 
to this Chair, it is the fervent Wiſh of my 
Heart to render myſelf as little undeſerving 

as poſſible of the diſtinguiſh'd Honour; many im- 

portant Duties bas a Maſter of a Lodge to perform; 

and though I deſpair performing all of them as I 

ought, yet I ſhall always endeavour to do ſo; and 

therefore hope that ſome Indulgence will be due to 
the ReQitude of my Intentions, even when! fall 
into Error,---To give Inſtruction is one of the Du- 
ties of a Maſter; J do not, however, perſume, 

Brethren, to give Iaftrucion to gau, yet I think it 

incumbent upon me, at this Feftival,---I think my 

Office requires it of me, to conſider the Nature of 

B our 
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our Inſtitution {the more we conſider it, the more 
ve ſhall admire it) and to remind you of thoſe 
Duties it preſcribes; thoſe Duties are very ſerious 
and important, and have this Day, I doubt not, 
been expatiated upon in many Places, by Revercad 
Brethren in the ſolemn Temple, 


I ſpeak to a molt reſpectable Aſſembly ; I ſpeak 
to Men of enlarged Underſtandings, and liberal! 
Educations; but I ſpeak to thoſe with whom I am 
connected by the moſt affectionate Ties;---I ſpeal: 
to my Brethren; they will make every Allowance 
which can be expedted from fraternal Affection, 
and that Thought will give me Reſolution, 


Our Order inſtructs us in our Duty to the great 
Artificer of the Univerſe; directs us to behave as 
becomes Creatures to therr Creator; to be ſatisfied 
with his Diſpenſations, and always to rely upon 
him whoſe dom cannot miſtake our Happineſs, 
whoſe Goodne/5 cannot contradict it. 


It directs us to be peaceable Subjects, to give ne 
Umbrage to the Civil Powers, and never to be con- 
cern'd in Plots and Conſpiracies againſt the Well- 
being of the Nation; and as political Matters have 
ſown the Seeds of Diſcord amongſt the neareſt Re- 
lations, and moſt intimate Friends, we are wiſely 
enjoin'd in our Aſſemblies, never to ſpeak of them. 


It inſtructs vs in our Duty to our Neighbour ; 
teaches vs to irjure him in none of his Connections, 


=nd in all our Dealings with him to act with _—_ 
anc 
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and Impartiality.---It diſcourages Defamation ;- + 
t bids us nct tc circulate any Whiſper of Infamy, 
Improve any Hint of Suſpicion, or publith any Fail- 
ure of ConduR,---It orders us to be faithful to our 
Truſts; to deceive not him who relieth upon us ; 
to be above the Meanneſs of Diſſimulation; to let 
the Words of our Mouths be the Thoughts of our 
Hearts, and whatſoever we promile, religiouſly to 
perform, | 

It teaches inviolab'e Secreſy; bids us tothe Un. 
enligh:en'd never to diſcover dur myſtie Rites, or 
b-tray a Confidence a Brother has placed in us,--- 
It warms our Hearts with true Philanthropy,--- 
with that Philanthropy, which direRs us never to 
permit a wretched Fellow-Creature to paſs by un- 
noticed. never to paſs by, till we have preſented 
him with the Cup of Conſolation, and have made 
him drink copious Draughts of the heart-reviving 
Milk of human Kindneſs.---It makes us Love:s of 
Order; tifles Enmity, Wrath, and Diſſention, and 
nou:tiſhes Love, Peace, Friendilvp, and every ſo- 
cia! Virtue; it tells us to ſeck our Happineſs in 
the Happineſs we beſtow, and to love our Neigh- 
bour as ourſelves. 


It informs us that we are all Children of one Fa- 
ther; that Man is an infirm, ſhort-liv'd Creature, 
who paſſes away like a Shadow; that he is haſtea - 
ing to that Place where human Titles and Diſtia: 
tions are not conſider'd; where the Frappiags of 
Pride will be taken away, and Virtue alone have 
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the Pre- eminence; and 2% inſtructed, ave profeſs, 
that Merit is the only proper Diſtinction.--We are 
not to vaunt ourſelves upon our Riches, or our 
Honours, but to cloath ou. ves with Hnmility ; 
to condeſcend to Men of low Eſtate; to be the 
Friends of Merit in whatever Rank we find it. 
We are connected with Men of the moſt indizent 
Circumſtances, and in a Lodge, (tho' our Order 
deprives no Man of the Honour due to his Dignity 
or Character,) we rank as Brethren on a Level; 
and out of a Lodge, the moſt abject Wretch we be- 
hold, belongs to the great Fraternity of Manl:ind ; 
and therefore, when it is in our Power, it is our 


Duty, to ſupport the Diſtreſſed, and patronize the 


Neg lected. 


It directs us to diveſt ourſelves of confin'd and 
bigotted Notions, (the Source of ſo many cruel 
Perſecutions) and teaches us, that Humanity is the 
Soul of all Religion.---We never ſuffer any religi- 
ous Diſputes in our Lodges, (ſuch Diſputes tend 
to diſturb the Tranquility of the Mind) and as Ma- 
ſons, we only purſue the univerſal Religion, the 


Religion of Nature. Worſhippers of the God of 


Mercy, we believe that in every Nation, he that 
ſeareth him and worketh Righteouſneſs, is ac- 
cepted of him, --All Maſons, therefore, whether 
Chriſtians, Jews, or Mahometans, who violate not 
the Rule of Right written by the Almighty upon 
the Tablets of the Heart, who 4% fear him, and 
evork Righteouſneſs, wwe are to acknowledge as Bre- 
thren; and tho' we take different Roads, we are 

not 
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not to be angry with each other on that Account ; 

we mean all to travel to the ſame Place; we Ke 
that the End of our Journey is the ſame ; and we 
are all affectionately to hope to meet 11 the Lodge 
of perfe& Happineſs,---How lovely is an Inſtitutioa 
fraught with Sentiments like theſe ; how agreeable 
muſt it be to him who is ſeated on a Throne of 
everlaſting Meicy ; to that God who is no Reſpecter 
of Perſons, 


It inſtructs us likewiſe in our Duty to ourſelves ; 
It teaches us to ſect juit Bounds to our Deſires ; 
to put a Cuib upon our ſenſual Appetites, to wall 


uprightly. 


Our Order excludes Women; not becauſe it 13 
unwilling we ſhould pay a proper Regard to that 
lovely Sex, (the greateſt; the moſt valuable Gift 
that Heaven has beſtow'd upon us,) or becauſe it 
imagines they would not implicity obey the ſtricteſt 
Commands of Secreſy; but it knows if they were 
to be admitted to our Aſſemblies, that our Boſoms 
muſt often be enflam'd by Love ;---that Jealouſy - 
would ſometimes be the Conſequence; that then 
we ſhould no longer be kind Brethren, but detefied 
Rivals, and that our harmonious Inſtitution would 
by that means be annihilated ;---But tho? our Or- 
der excludes Women, it does not forbid our enjoy- 
ing the Pleaſures of Love, but it bids us enjoy 
them in ſuch a Manner as the Laws of Conſcience, 
Society, and 'Temperance permit ;---It commands 
us for momentary Gratifications, not to deſtroy the 
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Peace of Families; not to take away the Happireſs, 


(a Happineſs with which Grandeur and Riches are - « 


not to be compar'd) which thoſe experience whoſe 
Hearts are united by Love, -- not to profane the 
firſt and moſt holy Inſtitution of Nature,- -To en— 
Joy the Bleſſings ſent by divine Beneficence, it tells 
us, is Virtue and Obedience; but it bids us avoid 
the Allurements of Intemperance, whoſe ſhort | 
Hours of Jollity are follow'd by tedious Days of 
Pain and Dejection; whole Joys turn to Madneſs, 
and lead to Difeaſcs, and to Death.---Such are the 
Duties which our Order teaches us, and Maſonty, 
(the Heavenly Genius) ſeems now thus to addreſs 
us: 


The Order I have eſtabliſh'd in every Part of ic 
ſhews conſummate Wiſdom; founded on moral 
and ſocial Virtue it is ſupported by Strength; it 
is adorn'd by Beauty, for every Thing is fou nd in 
it that can make Society agreeable.---[n the molt 
ſtriking Manner, I teach you to act with Propriety 
in every Station of Life ;---The Tools and Imple- 
ments of Architecture, and every Thing about you, 
I have contriv'd to be moſt expreſſive Symbols to 
convey to you the ſtrongeſt moral Truths.-Let 
your Improvement be proportionable to your In- 
ſtruction. Be not contented with the Name only 
of Free Maſons ;---Inveſted with my antient and 
honourable Badge, be Maſons indeed.---Think not 
that it is to be fo to meet together, and to go 


through the Ceremonies which I have appointed; 


theſe Ceremonies in ſuch an Order as mine are ne- 
ceſſary, 
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ceſſary, but they are the molt immaterial Part of 
it, and there ale weightier Matteas which you muit 
not omit.---To be Mxtons indeed, is to put in 
Practice the Leſſons of Wiſdom which I teach you, 
With reverential Gratitude, therefore, chearfully 
worſhip the Eternal Providence; bow Gown your- 
ſelves in filial and ſubmiſſive Obedience to the un- 
erring Direction of the mighty Builder; work by 
his perfect Plans, and your Edifices ſhail be beau- 
tiful and everlaſting. 


I command you to love your Neighbour: flretch 
forth the Hand cf Relief to him if he be in Neceſ— 
lity ;---if he be in Danger, run to his Affitance; 
tell him the Truth if he be deceiv'd; ---If he be 
unjuſtly reproach'd and neglected, comfort his 
Soul, and ſooth it to Tranquility ;---you cannot 
ſhew yonr Gratitude to your Creator in a mere 
amiable Light, than in your mutual Regard for 
each other, 


Taught as you are by me to roct out bigetted 
Notions, have Charity for the religious Sentiments 
of all Mankind; nor think the Mercies of the Fa- 
ther of. all the Families of the Earth,---cf that Be- 
ing whom the Heaven of Heavens cannot contain, 
are confined within the narrow Limits cf any par- 
ticular Sect or Religion. 


Pride not yourſelves upon your Birth, (it is of 
no Conſequence of what Parents any Man 1s born, 
provided he be a Man of Merit) nor your Honours, 
(they are the Objects of Envy, and Impertirence, 

and 
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and muſt ere long be laid in the Duſt;) nor your 
Riches, (they cannot pratify the Wants they cre- 
ate) but be meek and lowly of Heart: -I reduce 
all Conditions to a pleaſing and rational Equallity ; 
---Pride was not made for Man, and he that hum- 


bleth himſelf ſhall be exalted. 


I am not gloomy and auſtere ;---I am a Preacher 
of Morality, but not a cruel and ſevere one; for [ 
ſtrive to render it lovely to you by the Charms of 
Pleaſures, which leave no Sting behind ; by moral 
Muſic, rational Joy, and harmleſs Gaiety.---L 
bid you not to abſtain from the Pleaſures of Society, 
or the innocent Enjoyments of Love or of Wine: 
To abſtain from them, is to fruſtrate the Intentions 
of Providence.---I enjoin you not to conſecrate your 
Hours to Solitude:---Society is the true Sphere of 
human Virtue; and no Life can be pleaſing to 

' Gop, but what is uſeful to Man. On this Felti- 
val, in which well-pleaſed, my Sons, I ſee you af- 
ſembled to honour me; Be happy---let no penſive 
Look profane the general joy; let Sorrow ceale ; 
let none be wretched, and let Pleaſure, and her 

Boſom Friends, attend this ſocial Board. Pleaſure 
(as one of my Children has elegantly expreſſed it,) 
is a Stranger to every malignant and unſocial Paſ- 

fon; and is formed to expand, to exhilerate, to 
humanize the Heart, But he is not to be met with 
at the Table of turbulent Feſtivity; he diſclaims 
all Connections with indecency and Exceſs, and 
declines the Society of Riot roaring in the Jollity of 
his Heart, A Senſe of the Dignity of human Na- 
ture 
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ture always accompanies him, and he admits not of 


any Thing that degrades it. Temperance and 


Chearfulneſs are his Bo/om Friends, and at the ſocial 
Board where he uever refuſes his Preſence, theſe 
Friends are always placed on his Right Hand and on 
bis Left; during the Time he generally addreſſes 
himſelf to Chearfulneſs, 'till Temperance demands 
his Attention :---On this Felival I ſay, be happy; 
but, remember zoto, and always remember, you are 
Maſons, and act in ſuch a Manner, that the Eyes of 
the Cenſorious (ever fixed upon you) may ſce no- 
thing in your Conduct worthy of Reproof; that 
the Tongue of the Slanderer (always ready to revile 
you) may be put to ſilence. Be Models of Virtue 
to Mankind---(Examples profit more than Precepts) 
lead uncorrupt Lives, do the Thing which is right, 
and ſpeak the Truth from your Hearts; Slander not 
your Neighbour, and do no other Evil unto him, 
and let your good Actions convince the World of 
the Wiſdom and Advantages of my laſtit ution, 
Oh! my Sons !---The Unworthineſs of ſome of 
thoſe who have been initiated into my Order, but 
who have not made themſelves acquainted with me, 
and who, becauſe I am a Friend to rational Gaiety, 
have ignorantly thought Exceſſes might be indulged 
in, has been diſgraceful to themſelves, and diſ- 
credited me, 


Have I any Occafion to mention Charity to the 
LopGt,---to that Lodge to which no Object of 


Diſtreſs has ever applied, without being reliev- 
ed; 
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ed ;---to that Lodge, which, catching the true 
Spirit of my Iaſtitution, has decreed that on the 
Feſtivals of St. John, there ſhould always be a 
Collection made for charitab!e Purpoſes, and that 
the Maſter or Wardens ſhould recommend the Pro- 
priety of it.---Whilſt free from Care yon are enjoy- 
ing the Bleſſings of Providence, you forget not to 
raiſe the drooping Spirits, and exhilerate the deſ- 
ponding Hearts of indigent Brethren ; and whilſt 
you know one worthy Man is deprived of the Ne- 
ce//aries of Life, you cannot enjoy its Super fluities. 
Ye have paſſed from Death unto Life, becauſe ye 
love the Brethren.---With the Chains of Benevolence 
and ſocial Affection, my Sons, [ link the Welfare 
of every Particular with that of the Whole :---The 
chief Foundation of my Inſtitution is Charity ;---I 
cry aloud to my Children, not to paſs by on the 
other Side when they ſee Objects of Diſtreſs, but 
to go to them, and have Compaſſion upon them, 
to bind up their Wounds, pouring in Oil and 
V/ine; to ſet them on their own Beaſts; to carry 
them to a place of Safety, and take Care of them. 
---[ bid them weep for thoſe who are in Trouble, 
---never to ſee any periſh for want of Cloathing, 
or ſuffer the Stranger to lodge in the Street, but to 
open the Door to the Traveller.---Never to cauſe 
the Eyes of the Widow to fail, or eat the Morſel 
by themſelves alone, and the Fatherleſs not to be 
Partakers thereof, I ſhew them the Path which is 
perfumed by the Breath of Benediction, and which 


leads 
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leads to the Celeſtial Lodge where the Merci ful 
ſhall obtain Mercy. 


But ſome of my Children might have Inclination 
to aſſiit the Poor in their Trouble, and not be able 
to do ſo without prejudicing themſelves or their Fa- 
milies: Remember, my Sons, that when I direct 
you to be charitable, I direct you to be fo as far as 
you can without doing Injury to yourſe: ves or your 
Connections. But Money is not the only Thing 
the Unfortunate ſtand in Need of ;---Compaſſion 
points oat many Reſources to thoſe who are not 
rich for the Relief of the Indigent; ſuch as Conſo- 
laticn, - Advice, Protection, &c.---The Diſtreſſed 
often ſtand in Need only of a Tongue to make 
known their Complaints; they often want no more 
than a Word they cannot ſpeak,---a Reaſon they 
are aſhamed to give,---or Entrance at the Door of 
a great Man, which they cannot obtain, 


Ye are connected, my Sons, by ſacred Ties; I 
warn you never to weaken, never to be forgetful of 
them. I have only to add, that I wiſh you happy. 
Virtue, my Sons, confers Peace of Mind here, and 


Happineſs in the Regions of Immortality,

nourable Order of Free and Accepted Maſons ; 
| | ---an Order againſt which, I doubt not, you have 

often ſeen Ridicule point her ſharpeſt Arrows, and

We have Secrets amongſt us; ſome of them have 
been entruſted to you: Theſe compoſe a Language 
ſometimes mute, and ſometimes very eloquent, to 
be communicated at the greateſt Diſtance, and to 
know our Brethren by, let their Country or their 


Language be what it will. 


What has ſcarcely happened to any other Society, 
has happened to ours: Our Lodges have been eſta- 
bliſhed in, and are now ſpread over, all polite Na- 
tions, and yet, amongſt ſo great a Mullitude of 
Men, no Brother has ever yet betrayed our Secrets: 
Diſpoſitions the moſt volatile, the moſt indiſcreet, 
and the leaſt trained up to Secreſy, learn this great 
Science as ſoon as they enter amongſt us, So great 
an Empire over the Mind has the Idea of Brotherly 
Union ! This inviolable Secreſy powerfully contri- 
butes to link together the Subjects of different 
Kingdoms, and to facilitate, and render mutual be- 
tween them, the Communication of Benefits; We 
have many Examples of it in the Annals of our 
Order: Brethren travelling over the various Coun- 


tries of Europe, and finding themſelves diſtreſſed, 
C3 have 
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have made themſelves known to our Lodges, and 
immediately have they received all neceſſary Aſ- 
ſiſtance; [* And you, Brother, ſhould your 
Country demand ycur Services in Foreign Wars, 
and Captivity ſhouid be your Portion, you may 
find affectionate Brethren, where others would only 
find bitter Enemies.] We are connected by ſolemn . 
Promiſes; if any one ſhould fail in the ſolemn Pro- 
miſes which connect ue, you know, Brethren, that 
there is no greater Puniſhment than the Remorſe of 
Conſcience, the Infamy of Perfidy, and the Exclu- 
fon from our Society. 


The famous Feaſts of Ceres at Elenſis, of Iſis in 
Egypt, of Mine va at Athens, of Urania amorgit 


the Phenicians, and of Diana in Scythia, had ſome 


Relation to our Solemnicies ; Myſteries were cele- 
brated in them, in which many Veſtiges of the an- 
tient Religion of Noah and the Patriarch: are to be 
met with: They finiſhed by repaſts and Libations, 
but without the Exceſſes, Debaucheries, and In- 
temperance, which the Pagans by Degrees fell into, 
The Source of all theſe Infamies, was the Admiſ- 
fion of Perſons of both Sexes to their nocturnal Aſ- 
ſemblies contrary to their primitive Inſtitution. It 
is to prevent ſuch Abuſes that Women are excluded 
from our Order, It is not that we do not pay a 
natural and due Regard to that moſt beauteous Part 
of the Creation, or that we are unjuſt enough to 


look

look upon them as incapable of Secreſy, but, be- 
eauſe their Preſence miglit inſenſibly alter che Purity 


of our Maxims, and our Manners; we ate afraid 
(not groundleſs are cur Fears) that Love would en- 
er with them, and draw us to his flowery tempt- 
ing Paths, where Jealouſy too often would diffuſe 
his Venom through our Hearts, and from affection- 
ate Brethren, transform us into implacable Rivals, 


The fourth Qualification neceſſary to enter into 
cur Order, is a Taite for uſeful Sciences, and li- 
beral Arts of every Kind: Theſe improve the 
Heart as much as the Underſtardieg; muderate the 
ſelfiſh Affections; ſweeten and harmonize the Tem- 
per, and better fit Men for ſocial Happineſs, thit 
Happineſs which Free Maſonty m-ſt zealouſly en- 
deavours to promote, 


The Name of Free-Maſon ought nct then to be 
taken in a liter-1, groſs, and material Senſe, as if 
we were ſimple Workmen in Stone and Marble, 
We do not con:iecrate our Talents and our Riches 
to the Conſtruction of external Temples, but en- 


lighten, edify, and protect the living Temples of 
the Moſt High. 


Thus, Brother, have I given you ſome Account 


of Maſonry, and the Qualifications neceſſary to 
make a worthy Member of it; by which you ſee i: 


is not a ridiculous and trifling, but a very ſerious 
and important Inſtitution ; an Inſtitution founded 
on the moſt exalted Principles of moral and ſocial 
Virtue, May you, Brother, and may all of us, 


ever 
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ever leep in View its noble and real Deſign, and 
catch the Spirit of it,---May it be our Glory to 
practice the Duties it preſcribes,---Moral Architects 
as we are, may we build Temples for every Virtue ; 
Priſons and Dungeons for Vice, Indecency, and 
Immorality.---May we be diſpoſed to every humane 
and friendly Office, ever ready to pour Wine and 
Oil into the Wuunds of our diſtreſſcd Brethren, 
and gently bind them up, ('tis one of the principal 
Ends of our Inititution) ſo that when thoſe who 
ſpeak evil or lightly of us behold our Conduct and 
ſee by our Means, the Hungry fed: the Naked 
cloath'd, the Sick ſuſtain'd and cheriſh'd,---ſha}l ſee 
our Light ſo uſefuily ſhine,---their evil Speaking 
may be filenced, their tooliſh Prejudices remov'd, 
and they may be convinc'd that Maſonry is a uſeful 
and venerable Structure, ſupported by the great 
and everlaſting Pillars of Wiſdom, Strength, and

ther upon the Subject: As he has, however, been 
pleaſed to call upon me, I muſt, (tho? I tco ſenfiv!y 
feel how incapable I am properly, to acquit myſe'f 
before fo reſpectable an Aſſembly) I muſt, in ob2d1 
ence to him, ſay ſomething upon it;- I mutt now 
| tiſe 
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riſe up as the Advocate of Charity: But is there any 
Occaſion for an Advocate of Charity to you ?---Are 
you not all Maſons, the Sons of Mercy, and does 
not Charity herſelf within your Breaſts for ever 
pathetically plead her own Czuſe? does ſhe not tell 
ou to look upon the whole World as one Family; 
every Individual of which cemented with the reſt, 

and has a juſt Claim to Friendſhip and Regard ?— 
That the Divine Artificer has thus cemented you for 
the Preſervation of Harmony in the Syſtem of 
Things which his unerring Wiſdom has thought 
fit to eſtabliſh ?—That it is not to your own im- 
mediate Endeavours to which you are indebted for 
what you enjoy? That the Diligence by which you 
have acquired, or the Genius by which you have 
commanded, the Goods of Fortune were given to 
you by the Supreme Benevolence; and given not as 
Emoluments to yourſelves only, or only to be em- 
ployed for your own Advantage ?—That he is the 
common Father of All? That he regards the whole 
Species as his Children, nor excludes the meaneſt 
from his paternal Care? That his Mercies (how- 

ever partially they may /zem to be beſtowed) are not 
given for the Advantage of a fexw, but of the Whole? 

If. he ſhou'd, therefore, have dealt more favourably 
with you than with thouſands around you, equally 
the Work of bis Hands, and who have the ſame 
Claim to his Beneficence, look upon yourſelves as 

the happy Agents employed by him for diſtributing 
his Gocdneſs to others; —ſhew, by your Love of 
Man, your Gratitude to God; be truly thankful, 

and obey his Precepts,—He has commanded you to 
deal 


A 


deal your Bread to the Hungry; to bring the Poor 
that are caſt out into your [Touſe; when you ſee 
the Naked to cover them, and not to hide yourſelves 
from ycur own Fleſh —* Ye are only the Stewards 
ef his unlimited Bounty, and are, therefore, to 
look upon cvery human Creature; “whatever has 
the Character of a Man, and wears the ſame Image 
of God that you do, as truly your Brethren, as 
poſſeſs'd of a Title to ſome Part of your Abundance, 
—as having a juſt Claim to your Kindneſs, 


When Charity has thus prepared you, Compaſ- 
fon eaſily finds a Way to your Hearts, and your 
Ears are open to the Cries of the Unfortunate, to 
the ſad Story of the Fatherleſs, and of him that hath 
no Helper, She now leacs you to the ſordid Huts 
of chearleſs Poverty, — the Inhabitants of which 
were born to no Inheritance but Wretchedneſs and 
Trouble; She there ſhews you Groups of miſerable 
Mortals, ſome deſtitute of proper Cloathing, ſome 
groaning on the Bed of Sickneſs ; and Al eating the 
bitter Bread, and drinking the nauſeous Waters of 
Affliction, She then bids you carry to them (ſay, 
does ſhe not?) the Med cine of kind Conſolation ; —- 
bids you cheriſh and ſuſtain them; directs you to 
take the tatter'd Vieed ſrom their cold wintry Limbs, 
and in its Place put on a warmer Raiment; She 
bids you pour ſome cordial Drops into their Cup, 
and liberally (if liberally you can) to beſtow upon 
them more palatable, more invigorating Suſtenanee. 


She now conducts you to a gloomy Cell; and 
bids you behold a forrowful and diſconſolate Being, 


the 
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the wretched Iahabitant of it; Proſperity, (ſays 
ſhe) once ſmiled upon , and then his Eye was 
never tuin'd away from any Fellow-Mortal that 
wanted his Aſſiſtance, —his Hand was never ſhut 
againſt him. As far as he was able he poured Com- 
fort into the Hearts of thole whom Miſery had 
bruts'd ; was a Father to the Fatherleſs, and inſtead 
of a Huſband unto their Mother: Education has 
refin'd his Sentiments, and given him a quicker 
Senſe of feeling Pain: “He has known the luſci- 
ous Sweets of Plenty, has ſlept each Night with ſoft 


Content about his Eead, and never wak'd but to 


a joyful Morning.” Ales, how chang'd! Mi- 
fortune has dragg'd him down to what you now be- 
hold him; ſee her torturing Arrow in his Breaſt; 
tee near him ghaſtly Poverty, Oh! quickly try, 
with gentle Hand, to draw the Arrow out, pour 
the healing Balm into the Wound, drive away the 


- meagre Fiend, huſh all his Complaints, and ſpeak 


Comfort to his deſpaiting Soul :—You do as ſhe 
difates; (Tiue Maſons always do as Charity di- 
res) and you, ye generous Philantkrophiſts, you 
find the Bleſſing of a Fellqw-Creature that was 
ready to periſh come upon you. By inſpiring 
Gladneſs into a Heart opprefied with Want, you 
receive the moſt rapturous, tho? the moſt durable 
Pleaſures of which the Heart is capable, Such 
Pleaſures you have often felt, —you feel! them now; 
for they are of a Nature ſo :chn'd and pure, that 
they burn withcut conſuming : So thoroughly ſen- 


ſible are you of the Satisfaction which aſes from 
doing 


= 


doing Good, ſo well you know that the beſt Way 


of enlarging human Happineſs is by communicating 
it to others, ſo truly are you Maſons, that you 
have always a Tear of Tenderneſs ready to ſhed 
over the Unfortunate, are always eager to do kind 
Offices ;—your Hands are never ſhut when Bene; 
volence commands them to be open'd; they will 
not now be ſhut ; ſhe orders a Collection for cha- 
ritable Purpoſes, and you will each throw in your 
Mites to encreaſe it. On this Feſlival, dedicated to 
rational Joy (on which our Proſeſſion bids us aſſem- 
ble to uſe the good Things of Life, without abu- 
fing them ;—on which we are ditected to be wiſely 
gay, but not one Momeat to forget thoſe Leſſons of 
Temperance, Decency, Harmony, and good De- 
corum, which we have been ſo often taught x not 
to forget that the Eyes of the Cenſoriovs are upon 
us, and therefore for the Honour of Maſonry, for 
our own Honour, are carcfuily to avoid whatever 
is in 1ifelf improper, - whatever even hos the Ap- 
pearance of Impropriety,) On this Feftival, I ſay, 
whilſt you are in Plenty, regailing and enjoying the 
Bleſſings ſent you by the beneficient Parent uf the 
Univerſe, you will not be deaf to the pathetic 
Voice of Compaſſion, or diveſt yourſelves of bene- 
volent Thoughts and ſocial Aﬀetions,—will not 
ſhut eut from your Minds the Calamities of &if- 
treſſed Brethren, to whom a Morſel of Bread is 
wanting, nor forget your Obligations 2s Men, your 
Obligations as Maſons, to relieve them, —In the 
Houſe of Feaſting you will gladly enter into any 


Plan calca'ated for that Purpoſe, and after yu have 


D  affo de d 
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afforded the Children of Misfortune ſuch Conſola— 
tion as Prudence directs, you will enjoy the Plea- 
ſures preſented to you with greater Reliſh .—I ſay 
as Prudence directs, becauſe you are not under ſuch 
Obligations to Liberality that nothing will excuſe 
from it: Maſonry tells you Charity muſt be prece- 
ded by Juſtice ; and unleſs a diſtreſſed Brother's Ca- 
Jamities call for inſtant Aſſiſtance, you muſt not 
when Humanity prompts you to beſtow Bounties, 
or others call upon you to do ſo, you muſt not be 
unmindful cf thoſe whom Nature has more imme- 
diately connected to you;—you muſt not forget 
the Debts that are due to others, The Man who 
loves his Fellow-Creatures,— who ſympathizes in 
al! their Miferies, and who anxiouſly wiſhes it was 
in his Power to relieve them, tho? his Circumſtan- 
ces allow him to give no pecuniary Aſſiſtance, is 
very chantable; whilſt the Rich, deſtitute of a 
proper Temper of Mind, may give large Sums 
without being ſo at all.—If you cannot give Alms 
to tne Neceſſitous, you may recommend them to 
thoſe who can;—you may beſtow upon them the 
Balm of Pity, may drop a Tear over their Misfor- 
tunes, and in ſome Thing or other be ſerviceable to 
them, and in whatever way you contribute your 
Mites, Charity with Pleaſure will accept of them: 
She will only conſider the Principles by which you 
were influenced, and if -h were proper, ſhe will 
tell you, you have done your Duty; that you have 
her Applauſe; and that, in due Time you will 
plenteouſly gather the happy Fruits of your Bene- 
volence. Whatever Collection is now made will 


be religiouſly appropriated to the Purpoſes for 
whick 
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which you deſign it; induſtrious, but unfortunate 
Brethren, and not the Idle and diſſolute, will be 
Partakers of it: Some Part of it will go to the 
Dwellings of Poverty and Diſeaſe, here to procure 
Bread for the Hungry, and Medicines for the Sick; 
and ſome Part of it will rejoice the Hearts of the 
Aged, —of thoſe whoſe Spirits are exhauſted, and 
whoſe Arms are unbrac'd by Time, and who are 


unable to procure for themſelves that Suſtenance 
their Fulneis of Days requires. 


Senſible that J have now offer'd nothing, which 
has not often occurr'd to every one of you, I beg 
your Pardon, Brethren, for taking up ſo much of 
your Time; and this, I doubt not, you will readily 
grant me, when you recollect J aroſe up in Obedi- 
ence to the Commands of our Right Worſhipful 
Maſter, and remember that I am your Brother,

Give me Leave, Sir, to ſeat you in this Chair,

T his will filently admoniſh you always to do Jul- 
tice to the Cauſe of Maſonry,——to conſult, as the 


exalted Rank you now hold amongſt us demands 
of

of you, and to promote, its real Intereſts. It will 
inſtruct you to infuſe into the many Lodges, of 
which you are now the Head, the true Spirit of 
our Order; the . Philanthropy, the Charity, the 
brotherly Aſtection it ſo ſtrongly inculcates : It 
will order you to make wiſe Regulations for the 
good Government of the Fraternity, to give due 
Commendation to the worthy Members of it, to 
rebuke thoſe who act contrary to its Laws, who, 
inſtead of promoting Harmony, ſow the Seeds of 
Diſcord, and are aQuated by a Spirit of unjuſt Op- 
poſition, a Spirit which the Principles of Maſonry 
ought ever to check; and it will direct you, Righc 
Worihipfal, to fix indelible Marks of Infamy and 
Reproach upon e whole Lives are a Diſgrace to 
this, and every other Society. 


To you, Right Worſhipful, L now deliver this 
Emblem of that Power with which you are now in- 
veſted ; always make Uſe of it (indeed I have no 
Doubt, Sir, but you always will) for the Good of 
our bevevolent Inſtitution, and let us all look up to 
you, as to our Guardian Angel, 


I now preſent to you, Right Worſhipful, that 
Piece of Divire Forniture ſo eſſential to our Craft. 
In thoſe ſacred Writings are to be found the ſublime 
Parts of our antient Myſtery; in them are moſt 
ſtrongly portrzy'd the ſocial and moral Duties, 
without which no Man can be a Maſon. 'Theſe 
Writings you will, doubtleſs, dire& your Lodges 
carefully to read, to conſult, and to ſtudy, 
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I next, Sir, deliver to you thoſe Tools of opera- 
tive Maſonry, which are to Free and Accepted Ma- 
ſons the molt expreſſive Symbol s.— Thee will direct: 
you, Right Worſhipful, to reduce all rude Matter 
into proper Form,—to bring to due Subjection 
(ſhould human Frailty render it neceſſary) the jar- 
ring and jirregular Paſſions of your Lodges, and to 
eircumſeribe chem by Harmony. Order, and good 
Decorum. 


And laſtly, Sir, I preſent to you the Book of 
Conſtitutions, in which are contained the Rules 
and Orders made at different Periods for the good 
Government of the Society ; in which thofe Char- 
ges are to be met with, which ſhew its Nature, its 
Wiſdom, and its Utility, This Book, Right 
Worſhipful, you will, without Doubt, direct your 
Lodges to make themſelves well acquainted with; 
to endeavour to elucidate ſuch Paſſages as ſeem 
obſcure; to endeavour to throw upon Maſoury that 
Brightneſs it deſerves, and to make it, in all its 
Parts, worthy the Attention of Men the moſt pene- 
trating and judicious, 


The Society, Sir, over which in this Country 
you now preſide, is formed upon a more benevolent 


Plan than any other, In thoſe Regions which 


bave been peculiarly favoured with the Licar 
WHICH CAME FROM HEAVEN it is poſſible that 
there may be ſome unhappy Perſons whoſe Minds 
may not be ſenſible of its Brightneſs, and who, 


therefore, do not receive Its ſalutary Influence.— 
Should” 
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Should it be fo, you know, Right Worſhipful, «ve 
ſhoau'd rot on that Account ſhut againſt them the 
Door of Maſonry ; where Benevelence for ever ſtands 
to open it to all the Virtuous of the human Race. — 
Permit me, Sir, one Moment to conſider the Ad- 
vantages of our Inſtitution in this ReipeRt only.— 
From ſome Cauſe (we leave the Searcher of Hearts 
alone to judge of it) they cannot become Members 
ot one Society; they come to us, the Profeſſors of 
an Order which teaches that ** Happineſs and true 
Philoſophy are cf the ſccial and the ſmiling Kind,“ 
they come to us, who, without Auſterity and Gloom, 
recommend to them the ſtrongeſt Leſſuns of moral 
and ſocial Virtue, and endeavour to eograve upon 
their Hearts the Neceflity of vitiing the Fatheileſs 
and the Widow, of keeping themſelves unſputted 
from the World, and doing to their Fellow-Mortals 
all the Good in their Power. Are not ſuch likely 
to become more happy in themſelves, and better 
Members of Society than if they had had no ſuch 
Connection? Forgive my Digreſſion, Sir; I have 
a Heart that expands with Kindneſs for the whole 
human Race, and I am beyond Meaſure tranſported 
when I ſee any Scheme, which can in the leaſt con- 
tribute to their Felicity, 


You are now, Right Worſhipful, at the Head of 
an Order which is calculated to unite Men by the 
Cement of true Friendſhip, — to extend Benevolence, 
and promote Virtue; and give me Leave to lay 


that the Honour you poſſeſs is not unworthy a Man 
f 
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of the higheſt Rank, or moſt diſtinguiſhed Abilities, 


Permit me likewiſe to ſay, Sir, that now you have 
begun the Work, you ought with unremi:ting Ar- 
dor to purſue it; for, by fo doing, you may be of 
the greateſt Benefit to one of the moſt liberai Inſti- 
tutions upon Earth. Long may you enjoy your ex- 
alted Station; long may you enjoy the Wiſhes of your 
affectionate Lodges for your Proſperity; and may 
eve, Brethren, like true Maſons, always pay due 
Submiſſion to the Powers that be; and always ſtrive, 
by Well-doing, to put to ſilence the Ignorance of 
fooliſh and unenlightened Men.,—As Free, but not 
uſing our Liberty for a Cloak of Maliciouineſ:, but 
as the Servants of God and true Prefeſſors of Maſon- 
ry.—Honour all Men to whom Honour is due; Fear 
God ; Love the Brotherhood,

When the Lodge is opened the Senior Warden 
ſhould read the following Laws for the Govern- 
ment of it. 


70 U are to ſalute one another in a courteous 
Manner, agreeable to the Forms eſtabliſhed 
amongſt Maſons; you are freely to give mutual 
Inſtruction as ſhall be thought neceſſary or expedi- 
ent, not being ove-ſeen or over heard, withont en- 
croaching upon each other, or derogating from that 
Reſpet which is due to any Gentleman, were he 
not a Maſon; for though as Maſons we rank as 
Brethren on a Level, yet Maſonry deprives no Man 
of the Honour due to his Rank or CharaQter, but 
rather adds to his Honour, eſpecially if he hay de- 
ſerved well of the Fraternity, who always render 
Honour to whom it is due, and avoid ill Manners, 


No private Committees are to be a'lowed, or ſe- 
parate Converſations encouraged; the Maſter or 
Wardens are not to be interrupted, or any Brother 
ſpeaking to the Maſter ; but the Brethren are to ob- 
ſeive due Decorum, and under no Pretence to uſe 

any 
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any unbecoming Language, but pay a proper De— 
ference and reſpect to the preſiding Officers. 


Theſe Laws are to be ſtrictly obſerved, that 
Harmony may be preſerved, and the Buſineſs of 
the Loige be carried on with Order and Regularity.

T is not at all ſurprifing that Free-Maſonry 
which has been, through ſo many Ages, pre- 
ſerv'd by inviolable Secreſy, ſhould be calumniated 
by the Ignorant and Unenlightened. Objections 
have beea, and flill continue to be, made againſt it; 
ſome of the Principal of which it will not be fore- 
ign to the Intention of this Work to mention. 


It has been ſaid, „That by ſuch a nume!ous 
Society of Men, Cabals may be formed againft the 
Peace of States, tha: Government may be de royed 
by them, and Revolutions effefteqd,” But nothing 
of this Sort is to be dreaded from Maſons, who ate 
Lovers of Order, who are conſtantly taught to be 
ſubje to the Civil Powers, and never to be con- 
cerned in Plots or Conſpiracies againſt the Well- 
Being of the Notion. Indeed the moſt convincing 
of all Proofs, that States have nothing to fear 
from them, is, that Kings and Rulers of Nations 
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are Members of the Society, and are its warmeſt 
Patrons and Protectors. No political Subjed can 
be diſcourſed of in the Aſſemblies of Maſons, or 
religious one agitated; which is a full Anſwer to 
another Accuſation, viz. that the principal Deſign 
of their Meetings is more freely to diſcuſs Subj 
of Politics and Religion. | 


The Secreß of Free Maſons has been a!ſo made 
an ,Obje&ion, It has been urged, If your [n-. 
ſtitution had nothing in it diſgraceful to yourſelves, 
or inj urious to the World; if it really were that 
Syſtem of Wiſdom ard Virtue which you ſo loudly. 
declare it to be, why do you confine the Knowledge 
of it to a Few? why do you not rather, like the 


real Friends of Mankind, make it nniverſally - = 


known, that its Benefits may be univerſal ? ” 
That Secreſy is a Virtae of the moſt important. 
Kind, recommended in all Ages by the wiſeſt and 
beſt of Men, cannot be contradicted ; nor can. it 
de denied, but that in all Ages there have been So- 
cieties, who have had Secrets, which they have 
not indiſcriminately revealed, ' but have diſcloſed 
only to thoſe whom they thought worthy to be aſ- 
ſociated with them. Do we not daily ſee Corpora- 
tions, ſecret Committtes, Privy Councils, &c. bind 
themſelves to Secreſy without Cenſure or Reproach? 
why then ſhould not Free Maſons enjoy the ſame 
Libe:ty, without incurring the moſt illiberal Re- 
flections? That Free Maſonry contains nothing 
in it diſgraceful to Individuals, or injurious to the 


World, muſt be believed by every candid Perſon, 
when * 


7 ought ſtrictly to be obſerved, will, by Proper Abpii- 
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when they ſee its Cauſe zealouſly ſupported by the 
Benefactors of Mankind, the virtuous, the Honour 
able, and the Wiſe. Beſides, the Door of Maſonry 
Is ſhut only to the Unwzrihy; he who believes in 
the glorious Architect of the .Univeiſe, and ſhews 
by his own Conduct, that he thinks the moral! Lato 


cation, find it open; will be received with fraternal 
Affection, and be ealightened with the full Know- 
ledge of our Myſteries, 


Another Cbjection to Free Maſonry is, Th.t 
It is trifling ayd unimportant.” The ignorant De- 
tractor may athrm this ; The AMajon ka:ws it is not 
true, te ranks amorght hs Brethren the Good, the 
Wile ; —thoſe whote Hearts are form'd by Virtue, 
and whoſe, Uaderſtandings ate of the moſt exalted 
Kind; and would / be the molt zealous Promo- 
ters of a fooliſh luititution ? or could a faliſh In. 
ſtitution have continued to ſhine cut for Aves with 
undiminiſhed Luſtre ?—1t muſt long fince h. ve been 
annihilated, if it had not been of the molt import

Another Objection is, That Men who, before 
C they were Free-Miſons, wer? Lovers of Subricty, 
and a domeliic Life, have afterwards been intem- 
« perate, aud font of reforting to Taveras, and 
other Places of public Eatertanment. —If any 
real Foundation were ever given to this O bjection, 
it muſt be by Men who have ſhut their ears to the. 

earneſt 
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tarneſt ard repeated Admonitions of their Order, 
which, though it indulges rationa! Gaiety, forbids 
in the ſtrongeſt Manner, Irregularity and Intempe- 
rance.— The Iagentons will not form their Opinions 
of any Inilitubon from the bad Practices of a few 
cf its Proſeſſors:— 2% know how prone to Er- 
ror Human Nature is, and are convinced that even 
Diving DiRECT1ONS Will not always keep unſta- 
ble Man in the Path of Virtue, 


The laſt Objection that will be mentioned is, 
That Women ate excluded from our Order. — 
An Objection, from which Calumay has taken oc- 
c ſion to draw Inferences the moſt iujurious and un- 
juſt, but which, however they might have operated 
at a Time when the Female Mind was leſs enlight- 
ened than it now 15, make at preſent no ill Impreſ- 
ſion upon that lovely Sex. — They know that the 
not admitting them into our Inſtitution is nct Au- 
gular, but that they are likewiſe excluded from the 
Prie/thood, from Unver/ities, and many other par- 
ticular Societies, They are well convirced that 
none eſteem and love them more than Free-Maſons; 
and many there are, who will ackuowledge to the 
Honour of the Order, and the Utility of its Pre- 
cepts, that it has made r with whom they have 
been connected (what it ought to make all), more 
faithful Lovers, and more affectionate Huſban ls, 


Theſe, and all other Accuſations, brought againſt 
Free-Maſonry, are incapable of doing it any real In- 
jury, Floods of Calumny and Ignorance may ariſe,

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and Storms of Oppoſition beat violencly againſt it, 
but ſhall not ſhake it; for it is founded upon a 
Rock, — the immoveable Rock of Truth and Vinue, 
That, however, which mult lecommend it to the 
Unenlightened muſt be the good Effects it produces 
on the Lives of its Followers.

Maſter and his Oftcer:, aſſided by the Mem- 

bers of the Grand Lodge. No piivate Member, 
or inferior Officer of a private Lodge, is admitted 
to join in the Ceremony. Provincia! G:and Maſ- 
ters are authoriſed to execute this Truſt, in their 
ſevera! Provinces, accompanied with their Officers, 
and the Maſters and Wardens of the ſeveral Lodges 
under their Juriſdiftion, The chief Magiſtrate 
and other Civil Officers of the Place where the 
Building 
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Building is to be erected are generally ſolicited to 


attend on the Occaſion. The Ceremony is thus 
conducted: 


At the Time appointed, the Grand Lodge is 
convened at ſome convenient Place approved by the 
Grand Maſter. An excellent Band of Martial 
Muſic is provided, and the Brethren appear, in the 
Inſignia of the Order, elegantly Dreſſed, with 
white Gloves and Aprons, The Lodge is opened 
by the Grand Maſter, and the Rules for reguiating 
the Proceſſion to and from the Place where the Ce.

the reigning Sovereign, the Grand Matter's Titles, 
&c, The Stone being raiſed up by Means of an 
Engine ſet up for that Purpoſe, the Grand Chaplain 
repeats a ſhort Prayer, and the Grand Secretary, 
by the Grand Maſter's Command, places under the 
Stone various Sorts of Coin and Medals. Solemn 
Muſic ſtrikes up, an Anthem. is ſung, and the Stone 
is let down into its Place and properly fixed ; up- 
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on which the Grand Maſter deſcends to che Stone, 


and gives three Knocks with his Hiram, amidſt the 
joyful Acclamations of the Spectators. The Grand 
Maſter re-aſcends the Platform, and an Oration 
ſuitable to the Occaſicn is delivered. A voluntary 
Subſcription is made for the Workmen, and the 
Sum colleQed is placed upon the Stone by the 
Grand Treaſurer, A Song in Honcur of Maſonry 
concludes the Ceremony. The Proceſſion then 1e- 
turns to the Place from whence it ſet out, the Lodge 
is cloſed by the Grand Wardens, and an elegant 


Entertainment is provided for the Company. 


TT was long lamented that a Society ſo numerous 
and reſpectable as that of the Free and Accepted 


| Maſons, compoſed of Men of ſuch high Rank and 


ſplendid Fortunes, ſhould be obliged, when the 
neceſſary Buſineſs of Maſonry called upon them to 
aſſemble, to reſort to Taverns, or Halls of inferior 
Communities. Such Places were ill-adapted to ma- 
ſonic Meetings, and had, beſides, the great Incon- 
veniency of affording Calumny an Opportunity of 
repreſenting them as Meetings dedicated to F eaſting 
and Jollity, and not to Philoſophy and Morality.— 
In other Countries, Free-Maſons were ſeen to erect

Buildings for their particular Uſe, (and ſuch only 


can be convenient for them) and to adorn them 


with the utmoſt Elegance and Magnificence —Fo- 
reign Brethren, who came f.om all Parts to be im- 
proved in our Order, were ſurprized that in England 
(the Kingdom in which the Genius of Maſonry fo 
much delighted) no Edifice was erected to his Ho- 
rour, — no ſuberb and magnificeat Structure was 
ſet apart for the general Aſſemblies of the Fraterni- 
ty. His Grace HENRY SouERSsET, DukeE or 
BravroRT, zealous for the Cauſe, and anxious 
ſor the Proſperity of Maſonzy, was uneaſy that any 
Thing ſhould be wanting to its Dignity or Conve- 
nience; and therefore, whilſt he was Moſt Wor- 
ſnipful Grand Maſter of our Society, * he propoſed 
a Scheme for building a Hall for the Purpoſes of 
Free-Maſonry only, independant of the Fund of 
Charity.— The Scheme was approved of, and Re- 
gulations made for the Purpoſe, October 29th, 
1768.— ſoy elated the Heart of every zea'ous Bro- 
ther, and the Fraternity readily gave their Aſſiſtance 
to carry it into Execution. In the Year 1774, 
Ground was purchaſed in Great Queen Street, Lin- 
coln*s-Inn- Fields. for the Purpoſe : and it muſt give 
Pleaſure to every true Maſon to be informed, that 
the Foundation Stone was laid May 1, 1775, and 
the Hall dedicated to Maſonry, May 23d, 1776, in

* Henry Somerſet, Duke of Beaufort, was elected 
Grand Maſter in the Year 1567, and continued with the 
greateſt Honour to himſelf, and Advantage to the So» 
ciety, in that high Office, tiil the Year 1771, 
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the Preſence of 160 Ladies, and 400 Brethren; at 
which Time, Lord Petre, our preſent Grand Maſ- 
ter, (a Nobleman, whoſe Character in private Life 
is moſt worthy of Imitation, and who is conſtantly 
zealous in promoting the Proſperity of Maſonry,) 
preſented the Society with 200], towards furniſhing 
the Hall, and Rowland Holt, Eſq; Deputy Grand 
Matter with fool. for the ſame Purpoſe ; and many 
liberal Donations were alſo received from other 
reſpectable Brethren. It muſt likewiſe be accepta- 
ble to the Brethren, and to the Curious who are not 
of the Society, to give them the Ceremony obſerved 
at laying the Foundation Stone, and at the Dedica- 
tion of Free Maſons Hall, with the Anthems, and 
Ode compoſed for the Occaſion ; and alſo the Ora- 
tion upon Maſonry, delivered at the Dedication, 
by Dr. Dodd, the Grand Chaplaint.

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O* Monday the 1ſt of May, 1775, the Right 
Hon. Lord PETR E, accompanied by his 
Officers and a numerous and brilliant Company of 
Maſons, laid the Foundation Stone of Free-Maſons 
Hall in Great Queen-Street, ' Lincoln's-Inn-Fielde, 
in folemn Form. About Twelve o'Clock the Pro- 
ceſſion entered the Ground where the Hall was to 
be erected, in the following Order : 


Two Tylers with drawn Swords; 
An excellent Band of Martial Muſic provided for 
the Occaſion ; 
The Brethren who were pot in Office, Two and 
Two, properly cloathed ; | 
The Grand Stewards in their Regalia, with white 
Rods, Two and Two; 
Provincial Grand Maſters in their Regalia; 
Paſt Grand Officers properly cloathed ; 
H 2 Preſent 
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Preſent Grand Officers wich their Badges and 
Cloathing. 


In this Form the Proce ſſiun continued three 
Times round the Ground. Then the preſent Grand 
Officers, preceded by Thomas Sanby, Eiq; the 
Architect, entered a Trench, which had been cut 
for the Occaſion, and proceeded to the North- Eaſt 
Corner of the Ground. The other Grand Officers 
and Brethren, with the Muſic, were ranged on each 
Side the Trench on Scaffolding. After a ſolemn 
Piece of Muſic had been played, the Grand Secre- 
-tary read aloud the following Inſcription, which 
was Engraved on a Plate, to be depoſited within 
the Foundation Stone ;

N Thurſday the 23d of May, 1556, the Right

Committee and their Afiſtants, aſſembled in the 
Cummittee-Room adjacent to the Hall, where the 
Grand Lodge was opened in ample Form, about

monies and hear the muſical Performances, attend- 
ed, and were introduced by the Afiſtants to the 
Hall Committee into the Galleries of the Hall.

1. And permit me to obſerve, that the brighteſt 
Titles ſuffer no diminution of Luſtre; nay, that 
Nobility itſelf derives DiltinQton, from the Support 
and Countenance of an Inſtitution ſo venerable, 
For, if AnTiqQuITY merits our Attention, and 
demands our Reverence, —— where. will the Society 
be found, that hath an equal Claim? - Maſons are 
well informed from their own private and interior 
Records, that the Building of Solomon's Temple is an 
important Era, from whence they derive many 
Myſteries of their Art. Now be it remembered, that 
this great Event took Place above a thon/and Years 


before the Chriſtian Æra; and conſequently more 
than

than a Century before Homer, the Firſt of the Gre- 
cian Poets, wrote ; and above five Centuries before 
Pythagoras brought from the Eaſt his ſublime Sy ſ- 
tem of truly maſonic laſtruftion, to illuminate our 
. Weſtern World, 


But, remote as is this SAS we date not from 
theace the Commencemeat of our Art. For though 
it might owe to the wiſe and glorious King of 
Iſrael ſome of its many myſtic Forms and hierogly- 
phic Ceremonies. yet certainly the Art itſelf is 
cœval with Man, the great Subfec of it. Nay, it 
may be well ſtiled cœval with Creation; when the 
Sovereign ARCHITECT railed on maſonic Principles 
this beauteous Globe ;— and commanded that 
Maſter-Science Geometry to lay the Rule to the pla- 
netary World, and to regulate by itz Laws the whole 
ſtupendous Syſtem, in juſt unerriop Proportion rol- 
ling round the central San“ | 


2. And as Ma/oxry is of this remote Antiquity, fo 
is it, as might reaſonably be imagined, of bound- 
leſs ExTexT, We trace its Footſteps in the molt 
diſtant, the moſt remote Ages and Nations of the 
World, We find it amongſt the fiſt and moſt cele- 
brated C:w//:zers of the Faſt; We deduce it regy- 
larly, from the firſt Aſtronomers on the Plains of 
Chald:a, to the wiſe and mykic Kings and Prieſts 
of Egypt; the Sages of Greece, the Philoſophers 
of Rome :—Nay, and even to the ruile and Gothic 
Builders of a dark and degenerate Age; whoſe vaſt 
Temples ſtill remain amongſt us, as Monuments of 

their 
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their Attachment to the 1aſeric Arts, and as high 
Provts of a Vette, which, hwever irteguiar, mult 
always be elcemed awful and venerable, 


In Treth, in no &wi/zed Age or Country hach 


Ma ſenry been neglected; The moit illuſttious Cha- 


rafters, —Kings nd Nobles, —Sages and Legiſla- 
tors, Authors and Artiſts, have thought it their 
Glory to protect and honour it. And at the pre/ext 
Hour, whie we find the Brother herd ſucceſsfully 
eſtabliſhed in every Kingdom of the Earth, we are 
happy to rank in that Lift many Names, which do 
Honour to their own,—would have done Honour 
to any, Age, To enumerate them would be a Taſk 
abundant'y pleaſing; but the Time allows me not. 
It would, however, be incxcuſeabie to omit particu» 
lariung that H:r9-King, that bright and northern 
Ctar, whom the admiring World allows to he one of 
the greateſt Princes, and of whom we may juſtly 
boalt as one of the firft and molt diſtin guiſhed

admitted into Maſonry ; whoſe I. fuence ought to be 
univerſal, but whoſe Privileges ſhould not be made 
too common; and you are well convinced that there 
are /ome amongſt us who take the Shadow for the 
Subitance,--who are acquainted with the Ceremo- 
nies, but catch not the Spirit, of the Profeſſion, - 

Morzlity, Philanthrophy, Secreſy, ſhould adorn 
the Candidate for Maſonry, but a 7 a/te for the polite 
Arts ought to form part of his Character, for Im- 
provement in Arts and Sciences, as well as in moral 
and ſocial Virtues, ſhould be the Buſineſs of a 
Lodge; which is, if properly conducted, not only 
the School of Virtue, but of Knowledge. 


At the Initiation of a Candidate, you ought to 
explain to him the Nature and Advantages of our 
Order, that his Mind may be early and agreeably 
impreſſed with its great Importance. | 


With the different Lectures of Maſonry (which, 
without breaking in upon our antient Land Marks, 
may certainly be made more perfeR) it is your Duty 


to be well acquainted 3 and you ſhould conſtantly 
endeavuur 
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endeavour (and encourage the Members of ycur 
Lodges to Co the ſame) to diſplay the Beauties, and 
to illuſtrate the difficult Parts of them in the moſt 
ageeeable Manner, — Then will the Man of Genius 
and liberal Education aſſociate with you, and con- 
tiibute 4/5 Share of Pleaſure and Improvement, 


Conllantly remind every Member of your Lodge, 
that it is incumbent upon him to labour to improve 
himſelf in our Art,—and to ſtudy to promote its 
Credit, and to increaſe the Happineſs of its Profeſ- 
ſors. To obtain perfection in Maſonry, Applica- 
tion, as in other Arts, is neceſſary; (nor indeed 
can any tolerable Progreſs be expected without it;) 
—to promote its Credit, is to practice its Precepts; 
—to increaſe the Happineſs of its Pro: eſfors, is to 
behave to them as Brechren. 


Often direct your Lodges ſtrictly to obſerve their 
various Obligations; - remind them of thoſ: Points 
of Fellowſhip which are ſo ſtrongly impreſled upon 
them, and which, if conſtantly 1egaided, would 
form the firmeſt Cement of our Order, 


Warn them to fly from the Allurements of Intem- 
perance; and for the Honour of Maſonry, and 
their own Reputation, to return early to their Fa- 
milies on Lodge Nights; for though they may de- 
vote the Time to decent Mirth and improving Con- 
verſation, yet the keeping unſeaſonable Hours gives 
the Slanderer an Opportunity of repreſenting our 
Aſſemblies as the Seats of Riot and Intemperance ; 
and our own Families cannot entertain an high Opi- 
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nion of a Society, the Members of which break in 
upon the Laws of Order and Regularity, 


Forcibly impreſs upon your Lodges the Dignity 
and high Importance of Maſonry ; ſeriouſly admo- 
nith them never to Giſgrace it; Charge them to 
practice out of the Lodge, thoſe Duties which they 
have been taught zz it; and by Exampie to convince 
Mankind of the Goodneſs of the Inſtitution; and 
ſo that, wheneany one is ſaid to be a Member of it, 
the World may conclude he is ce, to whom the bur- 
then'd Heait may pour out its Sorrows and not be 
betray'd; to whom Diſtreſs may prefer her Suit, 
and not be rejected; whom Bigotry has never pre- 
vented from being the Friend of virtuous Men of 
all Profeſſions * hoſe Hand is guided by Jukice, 
and Heart expanded by Benevolence ;—who liters 
to the Admonitions of Temperence, and the modeſt 
Voice of Humility ;—in a Word, whoſe whole Life 
demonſtrates his Love of God, and Regard for 
Man, Teli them, whatever Eloquence they may 
excrt in ſpeaking of the Excellence of their Order, 
it is their Zxample only, which can recommend and 
do Service toit; and whilſt you hold this Language 
to othe;s, you cannot but be careful yourſelves to 
be Patterns of what you recommend, 


I enjoin you to a ſtrict Compliance with the Di- 
rections of the Provincial Ledge, which acts in 
Subordination to, and implicitly follows the Orders 
of the GRAND LopGe; at this Time fo deſervedly 
honour'd through the whole World. Every Society 
which pays not a due Subjection to thoſe who are 

properly 
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properly placed in Authority, muſt ſoon ſall into 
Diſorder and Confuſion, 


Free Maſonry, Brethren, is now mcſt highly and 
deſervedly eftcemed ;—and, by our own Behaviour, 
and by properly exerting ourſelves in the honourable 
Stations in which we are placed, it is our Daty zea- 
louſly to endeavour to continue its Reputation, and 
effectually to render impotent the Malevolence of its 
Adverſarics, | 


J rejoice to find ſo pleaſing an Account of the 
State of Maſunry in this P-ovince; and now, Bre- 
thren, with the trueſt Affection I wiſh you happy. — 
May Proſperity attend your Labours for the public 
Service (eſpecially for the Service of Maſonry), and 
Succeſs your private Conceins; and may we, and 
all the Fraternity, by always acting upon the Square, 
by looking upon all Mankind as our Brethren, and 
treating them accordingly,—and by walking up- 
rightly, now acquire a good Name, and carry it 
with us to the End of Life; not doubting but it 
will prove the certain Paſ- Nerd to gain us Admit- 
tance into the CELESTIAL Lobo, where our su- 
PREME and MERCIFUL Grand MasTER will re. 
ceive, to the full Enjoyment of perfect Happineſs, 


the worthy Maſons of all Nations and Religions, 


of a!l Orders and Degrees. 
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ANTIENT MASONS, 


S there is a Set of Men who call them ſelyes 
AxTitenT Masons, who pretend to greater 
Antiquity than the regular Maſons of this Kiog- 
dom, and aſſume a Power independent of the Grand 
Lodge of England; and by theſe and other falſe 
Pretences impoſe upon the World, and even en- 
deavour to turn from their Allegiance to the Grand 
Maſter thoſe Brethren who aſſociate under a legal 
Power derived from him, it cannot be unexceptable 
to the Fraternity, to give the beſt Account of their 
Origin that can be obtained, and the Progeedings 
of the Grand Lodge relative to them. —lt certainly 
will not be ſeleſe, as there are, at this Time, ſome 
Brethren, ignorant of the Laws of the Society, 
who give a Sanction to them by admitting them to 
vifit our regular Lodges, and by ſometimes being 
preſent at their unlawful Aſſemblies, 


© The Laws of the Society expreſsly order the 
t regular Lodges not to admit them as Viſitors, and 
ce ſtrictly command them not to countenance them, 
& or own them as fair Brethren, duly form'd, nor 
& approve of their Acts and Deeds; but to treat 
« them 
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te them as Rebels until they humble themſclves as 
« the Grand Mater ſhall in his Prudence direct, 
* and until he approves of them by his Warrant 


« ſignified to the other Lodges.” 


In the Year 17:9 (when Lord Raymond was 
Grand Maſter) the Grand Lodge was informed that 
the Brethren (ho about two Years before, impro— 
perly diſguſted at ſome of its Proccedings, with- 
drew from the Society) had met together in the 
Character of Maſons, and unfurniſhed with any 
Power from the Grand Maſter, and contrary to 
their ſolemn Ties, and the original Laws of the 
Society, had, on naworthy and trifling Conſidera- 
tions, initiated ſeveral Perſons into the Order. 
The Grand Lodge conſidering that by theſe Pro- 
ceedings the original Laws were violated, the Soct- 
ety encroached upon, and the charitable Fund de- 
frauded, 1efolved to diſcourage their Aſſemblies, 
and to put the Laws in Force againſt ſuch Brethrea, 
who ſhould give any Aſſiſtance, at any of theſe un- 
lawful! Conventions, to the clandeſtine Reception 
of any one iato Maſonry —The Brethren, who had 
incuried the Cenſure of the Graad Lodge, were in- 
cenſed at this, and, inſtead of acknowledging their 
Error, and returning to their Duty, they perſevered 
in their Obſtinancy, and openly refuſed to acxaow- 
ledge the Authority of the Grand Maſter, or to pay 
any obedience to the commands of the Grand Lodge. 
They contemptuouſly diſtegarded the antient and e- 
ſtabliſhed Laws of the Society, they ſet up a Power In- 
de pendant, —and taking Advantage of the Ignorance

and Weakneſs of their Aſſociates, inſiſted that they 
had an Authority to make, paſs, and raiſe Maſons, 
equal with the Grand Lodge. (At this Time no 
private Lodge was empowered to p or rai/e Maſons, 
nor could any Brother, except in the Grand Lodge, 
be advanced to either of theſe Degrees; and then 
only, by the unanimous Conſent cf all the Brethren 
aſſembled in Communigation.) They now procceded 
further, and preſumed to claim the Right of con/?i- 
tuti on Lodges, under the falſe Sanction of the an- 
tient York Conſtitution, which, at the Revival of 
the Grand Lodge in 1717, was diopt.— Scme 
Brethren, however, at York, notwithſtanding the 
Revival of the Grand Lodge continued to act under 
their original Conſtitution, but they never gave any 


Patronage to the irregular Maſons ia London, This 


unconſtitutional and illegal Meaſure of conſtituting 
Lodges, obliged the regular Maſons to adopt new 
Meaſures, that theſe Impoſters may more effeQtually 
be detected; and they, and their Encouragers be 
excluded from the Countenance and Protection of 


the regular Lodges, More eſſectually to accompliſh 


this Purpoſe, the eſtabliſhed Forms received ſome 
Variations and Additions.— Perfectly entire, how- 
ever, were the antient Land Marks pieſerve d, and 
no Change admitted but what would be approved 


of by the moſt Scropulous.— But this gave Riſe to 


one Evaſion, at which the ccntumacious Brethren 


eagerly caught. —They proclaimed themſelves Ene- 


mies to every Innovation, inſiſted that the antient 
Uſages of the Society weie alone preſerved by them, 


and that new, illegal, aad unconſiitational Methods 
were 
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were adopted by the regular Lodges, on whom they 
conferred the Name (f moperRx MasORSs.— Their 
Party by this Artifice was frengthened; and to fup- 
port their aſſumed Power, they immediately reſolved 
to interrupt the regular Mode of Succeſion to the 
Office of Grand Maſter, (which had been ſtrictly 
obſerv'd ſince the Revival of the Grand Lodge,) and 
to elect from their own Body a chief Ruler under 
the Title of Grand Maſter. A Code of Laws was 
framed for their Government, —Fatenis for new 
Lodges were iſſued, and, in hopes to raiſe a Fund 
ſufficient to cſtabliſh their uſurped Dignity, they 
exacted certain Fees of Conſtitution.— This new 
Plan fcr ſome Time ſucceeded, and many Perſons 
really acknowledged them to be the antient and re- 
gular Society of Free and Accepted Maſons.— On 
that Suppoſition, many Gentlemen of Family and 
Fortune entered amongſt them , and many even of 
the rezular Maſons, were ſo much unacquainted 
with the Laws of the Socicty, as to acknowledge 


their Power, aud to give a tacid SanCtion to their 


Proceedings, by attending their Locges,—Lately, 
however, they have not been fo ſucceſeſul.— Regular 
Maſons, better underſtanding the Laws of the Inſti- 
tution, have more clearly diſcovered the Impropri- 
ety of giving the lea Appearance of favouring their 
Meaſures ; and their Meetings have not only been 
leſs encouraged, but have been deſerted by many of 


their beſt Members. 


In the Adminiſtration of Lord Aberdour. {who 


was elected Grand Maſter in the Year 1757, (the 
Grand 
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Grand Lodge took into Conſideration a Complaint 
againſt certain Brethren, for aſſembling under the 
Falſe De nomination of antient Maſons, who, as ſuch, 
conſidered themſelves independant of the Society, 
and not ſubje& to the Laws of the Grand Lodge, 
or to the Controul of the Grand Maſter.— Doctor 
Manningham (the Deputy Grand Maſter) pointed 
out the Neceſſity cf diſcouraging all ſuch Meetings, 
as being not only contrary to the original Laws cf 
the Scciety, but an open Violation of the Allegiance 
due to the Grand Maſter.— He, likewiſe obſerved, 
that they tenced to introduce into the Craft, the No- 
velties and conceits of opiniative Perſons, and to 
raiſe a Belief, that there have been other Societies 
of Maſons more antient than that of our antient and 
honourable Society. — Upon which, the Grand Lodge 
reſolved that the Meeting of any Brethren of this 
Society, under any Denomination of Maſons, with- 
out a legal Power or Authority granted by the Grand 
Maſter for the Time being, is inconſiſtent with the 
Honour and Intereſt of Maſonry, and an open Vio- 
lation of the eſtabliſhed Laws of the Order; and 
fourteen Perſons were ſoon after expelled the Society 
for countenancing ttele irregular Aſſemblies, 
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The York Conſtitution having been mentioned, 
it will not be improper to give ſome Account of 
It, 


Previous to the Invaſion of the Romans, and un- 
der the Deuids, (who had amongtt them many Cu{- 
toms, like thoſe of Maſons,) the Hiſtory of our 
Order is ſomevhet obſcute.— The Wars between 
the Romans and Britons gave a Check to its Increaſe. 
It revived, however, under the Emperor Carauſias 
who ſhook off the Reman Yoke, — He held the Ma- 
ſons in great Eſtimatian, and named his Steward 
Albanus, (who was the firit who ſuffered Martyr- 
dom on account of the Chriſtian Religion, in Great 
Britain,) Superintendant over their Aſſemblies, —- 
Under him the Lodges of the Fraternity were regu. 
larly carried on, and through his Tafluence a Char- 
ter was obtained from Carauſius, to hold a general 
Council, (to which the Name of Aſſembly was af- 
terwards given,) at which he prefided in Perſon as 
Grand Maſter, fo that the fr Grand Lodge was held 
in Britain, A. D. 287, From this Time to the 
925, Maſonry ſometimes flouriſhed, at others, not. 
In this Year ATHeLsTAN began to reign, who ap- 
pointed his Brother Prince Edwin, Patron of the 

Maſons, 


i : 
Maſons, He granted them likewiſe a CuanTes, 
empowering them to meet annually at York; and 
in this City the firſt Grand Lodge if England was 
formed in the Year 926, at Which Edwin prefided 
as Grand Maſter. The Reaſon of its being formed 
at York was, that Athelllan for a con fiderable Time 
kept his Cou't, and received ſeveral Embaſſies from 
foreign Princes, in that City, From this Time to 
the Revival of the Grard Lodge inthe Year 1717, 
Maſonry was ſometimes patronized, ſometimes per- 
ſecuted, and ſometimes neglected.— Lodges, how- 
cver, met in different Parts of Engalud, particu- 
larly at York, where the Maſons, under the Charter 
granted them by King Athelſtan, now aud then 
held Communications; but Vork being in a remote 
Part cf the Kingdom, it was many Years ago thought 
proper, for the” Convenience of the Fraternity, - to 
remove the Grand Lodge from that City to the Me- 
cropolis. In the Reign of Queen Anne, Maſonry 
being at alow Ebb, the annual Feilivals, Commy. 
nications, &c. were entirely neglected. On the 
Acceſiion. of George the Firſt, the Lodges, zealous 
for the Welfare of the Society, and anxious to ſee it 
under proper Directions, reſolved to unite under a 
new Grand Maſter, to be elected annually as in for- 
mer Times,—to revive the Communications and 
Feſtivals,—to regulate the antient Uſages and Cuſ- 
toms of the Fraternity,—and to eſtablith ſuch Modes 
only as might correſpond with the Practices of the 
Members, of which the Lodges were principally 
compoſed ; and the Grand Lodge was revived, and 


Anthony Sayer, Eſq; elected Grand Maker, June, 
| * 
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24, 1717, fince which Time patronized by Men of 
the firſt Rank, and moiſt amiable Characters, Ma- 
ſonry has happily flouriſhed, and is now, (as it 
ought to be) propagated and reverenced tkrough the 
whole World. Upon the whole, the Grand Lodge 
of York was (as has been faid before) removed 
to the Capital for Convenience, ard the preſent 
Grand Lodge of England are the true York Maſons. 
The antient York Maſons were confined to one 
Lodge, which is ſtill extant, but conſiſts of very few 
Members, and will probably ſoon be altogether an- 
nihilated.

OLOMON's Temple was begun and finiſhed to 
the Amazement of all the Worid, in the ſhort 
ſpace of Seven Years and Six Months, by that wiſeſt 
Man and moſt glorious King of 1/-ae!, the Prince of 
Pence and Architecture, SOLOMON (the Son of Da- 
wid, who was reſuſed that Honour for being a Man 
of Blood) by divine Direction, without the Noiſe 
af Workmen's Tools, though there were employed 
about it no leſs than 3,600 Princes, orMaſſer-Maſô ns, 
to conduct the Work according to Solomon's Directi- 
ons, with 80,000 Hewers of Stone in the Mountain, 
or Fillow Crafi/men, and o, ooo Labourers, in all 


153,600 befices the Levy under Adoniram to work 
in

in the Mountains of Lebanon by turns with tlie Sie 
ant, Viz, 30,000, being in all 183,600, for which 
great Number of ingenious Maſons, Solomon was 
much oblig'd to HI RA M, or Haram, King of Tyre, 
who ſent his Maſons and Carpenters to Jera/alem, 
and the Firs and Cedars of Lehanon to Joppa, the 
rext Sea-port, 


But above all, he ſent his Nameſake Hiram, or 
Huram, the moſt accompliſh'd Maſon upon Earth, 


And the prodigious Expence of it alſo enhanceth 
its Excellency ; for beſides King David's vaſt Pre- 
parations, his richer Son SoLoMON, and all the 
wealthy Z/raelites, and the Nobles of all the neigh- 
bouring Kingdoms, largely contributed towards it 
in Gold, Silver, and rich Jewels, that amounted 
to a Sum almoſt incredible, 


Nor do we read of any thing in Canaan ſo large, 
the Wall that inclos'd it being 7700 Foot in Com- 
paſs ; far leſs any holy Structure fit to be nam'd with 
it, for exactly proportion'd and beautiful Dimenſions, 
from the magnificient Porch on the Eaſt, to the 
glorious and reverend Sanfum Sanforum on the 
W:ft, with moſt lovely and convenient Apartments 
for the Kings and Princes, Priefts, and Levites, 1/- 
raelites, and Gentiles alſo; it being an Houſe of 
Prayer for all Nations, and capable cf receiving in 
the Temple proper, and in all its Courts and Apart- 
meuts together, no leſs than 300,000 People, by a 
modeſt Calculation, allowing a ſquare Cubit, to

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And if wo conſider the 1453 Colurns of Pa- ian 
Marble, with twice as many Pillaſters, both having 
glorious Capitals of ſeveral Orders, and about 2246 
Findows, behdes thoſe in the Pavement, with the 
unſpeakable and coſtly Decorations of it within; 
(aud much more might be ſaid) we muſt conclude ity 
ProfpeR to tranſcend our Imagination ; and that it 
was juſtly eſteem'd by far the fineſt Piece of Many 
upon Earth before or ſince, and the chief Render of 
the World; and was dedicated, or conſecrated, in 
the moſt ſolemn manner, by Xe SoLoMON, 


But leaving what muſt not, and indeed cannot, 
be communicated by Writing, we may warrantably 
affirm, that however ambitious the [{rarhen were in 
cultivating of the Royal Art, it was never perfected, 
until God condeſcended to inſtruct his peerliar People 
in rearing the above-mention'd ſtately Tent, and in 
building at length this gorgeous Hey/e, fit for the 
ſpecial Refulgence of his Glory, where he dwelt 
between the Cherubims on the Merey- Scat, and from 
thence gave them frequent oraculous Reſponſes. 


This moſt ſumptuous, ſplendid, beautiful, and 
glorious Edifice, attracted ſoon the inquiſitive Artiſts 
of all Nations to ſpend ſome time at Jeru/aiem, and 
ſurvey its peculiar Excellencies, as much as was 
allow'd to the Gentiles ; whereby they ſoon diſcover'd 
that all the World, with their joint Skill, came far 
ſhort of the 1/-aelites, in the Wiſdom and Dexterity 
of Architecture, when the awife King SOLOMON Was 


Grand Masrzz of the Lodge at Jeru/alem, and 
the 
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the learned King HiR am was GRAND MASTER of 
tu: Lodge at Tyre, and the i/pired IIK Au Annie 
was Maſter of Work, and Maſonry was under the 
immediate Care and Direction of Heaven, when the 
Noble and the V% thought it their Honour to be 
aſſiſting to the ingenious Maſters and Cra/t/men, and 
when the Temple of the 'I'rxus Gop became tle 
Wonder of all Travellers, by which, as by the mo 


perfect Pattern, they corrected the Arcbilecture of 
their own Country upon their Return, 


So that after the EreQtion of Sclomon's Temple, 
Mafonry was improv'd in all che neighbouring Na- 
tions; for the mary Artiſts employ'd about it, under 
Hiram Abif, after it was finiſh'd, diſpers'd them- 
ſelves into Syria, Maſapotamia, Myria, Chaldea, 
Babylonia. Media, Perſia, Arabia, Africa, Leſer 
Afia, Greece, and other Parts of Earope, where they 
taught this liberal Art to the fee born Sons cf emi- 
nent Perſons, by whoſe Dexterity the Kings, Princes 
and Potentates, built, many glorious Files, and be- 
came the Grand MasTERs, each in his own 
Territory, and were emulous of excelling in this 
Royal Art; nay, even in IX pA, where the Correſ- 
pondence was open, we may con-lude the ſame:

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A SHORT CHARGE 


TO BE GIVEN 
To a NEW-ADMITTED BROTHER. 


As delivered at the Sea Captains LODGE. 


OU are now admitted, by the unanimous 

Conſent of our Lodge, a Fellow of our mot 
Ancient and Honourable Society ; Ancient, as hav- 
ing ſubſiſted from Time immemorial; and Honour- 
able, as tending in every Particular to render a Man 
To, that will be but conformable to its glorious 
Precepts, The greateſt Monarchs in all Ages, as 
well of Afia and Africa, as of Europe, have been 
Encouragers of the Royal Art, and many of them 
have preſided as Grand Maſters over the Maſons 
in their reſpective Dominions, nor think it any 


Diminution to their imperial Dignities, to level 


themſelves with their Brechren in Maſonry, and to 
act as they did. The World's great Architect is 
our Supreme Maſter; and the unerring Rule he has 
given us, is that by which we work. Religious 
Diſputes are never ſuffered in the Lodge; for, as 
Maſons, we only purſue the univerſal Religion, or 
the Religion of Nature; This is the Cement which 
unites Men of the moſt different Principles in one 
ſacred Band, and brings together thoſe Who were the 
mot diſtant from each other.

There are Three general Heads of Duty, which 
Maſons ought always to inculcate, viz, To God, 
our Neighbours, and Ourſelves, To God, in ne- 
ver mentioning his Name, but with that tevetential 
Awe which becomes a Creaturc to bear to his Crea- 
tor, and to look upon him always as the SUMMUM 
Boxnum which we came into the World to enjoy; 
and, according to that View, to regulate all our 
Purſuits, To our Neighbours, in acting upon the 
Square, or doing as we would be dene by, To 
Ourſeives, in avoiding all Iutemperances and Exceſ- 
ſes, whereby we may be rendered incapable of fol- 
lowing our Work, or led into a Behaviour unbe- 
coming onr laudable Profeſſion; and in always 
keeping within due Pounds, and free from all 
Pollution, 


Tn the State, a Maſon is to behave as a peaceable 
and dutiful Subject, conforming chearfully to the 
Government under which he lives: He is to pay a 
due Deterence to his Superiore, and from his Infe— 
riors he is rather to recgiye Honour with ſome reluc- 
tance, than to extort it: He 4s to be a Man of 
Benevolence and Charity, not fitting down content» 
ed while his Fellow-Creatures (but much more his 
Brethren) are in Want, and it is in his Power, witli 
out prejudicing himſelf or Family, to retieve them. 
In the Lodge he is to bekave with all due Decorum, 
let the Beauty and Harmony theieof fhuuld be 
diſturbed and broke, He is to be obedient to the 
Maſter and prefiding Ofticers, aud to apply bindelf 
cloſely to the Buſiueſs of Maſonry, that he may 
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ſooner become a Proficient therein, both for hi- 
own Credit, and for that of the Lodge, He is not 
to neglect his own neceſſary Avocations for the 
fake of Maſonry, nor to involve himſelf in Quarrels 
with thoſe, who thro' Ignorance may ſpeak evil of, 
or ridicule it. He is to be a Lover of the Arts and 
Sciences, aud to take all Opportunities of improv - 
ing himſelf therein. If he recommends a Friend 
to be made a Maſon, he muſt vouch him to be ſucl: 
as he really believes will conform to the aforeſaid 
Duties; leſt by his Miſcendu& at any Time, the 
Lodge ſhould paſs under ſome Imputations. Nothing 
can prove more ſhocking to all faithful Maſons than 
to ſee any of their Brethren profane, or break 
through the ſacred Rules of their Order, and ſuch 
as can do it, they wiſh had never been admitted.
